WASHINGTON — Legislation de- 
signed to deal with conditions such | 
as have been disclosed by the oil in- 
vestigation has been formulated by 
Arthur Capper (R.), Senator from 
Kansas, and will be pressed by him 
in the Senate. 

Mr. Capper acted following con- 
sultation: with a number of Repub- 
lican leaders in Congress.

The importance of the Milky Way 
in astronomical research induced 
Professor Barnard to devote the 
major portion of his career to its 
study, for ever since Galileo discov: 
ered that the Milky Way is not a 
continuous cloud of nebulous Jight, 
but a multitude of stars too far away 
to be seen individually without a 
telescope, this Juminous belt in the 
sky has been of absorbing interest 
to astronomers, 


Great Astronomical Problem 


In fact, the Milky Way or Galaxy, 
as the astronomers call it, offers one 


Gamers and telescope, 
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of the greatest problems which mod- 
ern astronomy has attempted to 
solve, and this new chart“ is ex- 
pected to be of inestimable aid to 
the study of this portion of the 
heavens, 

Professor Barnard, as a result of 
his labor, principally at Yerkes Ob- 
@ervatory and for a time at the 
Carnegie Institution Observatory on 
Mt. Wilson, obtained many splen- 
did plates. It is estimated that cer- 
tain of these record 600,000 star im- 
ages, while it is probable that at 
least 5,000,000 stars are shown in 
the Atlas. 

This series of plates constitutes a 
rich field, Dr. Frost asserts, for the 
investigation of star movements, for 
the discovery of variable stars, and 
for the statistical study of the struc- 
ture of the universe. He believes 
that an exhaustive examination of 
the series would bring to light many 
important facts not now known. 

“Take for example,” says Dr. Frost, 
“the form and size of our stellar uni- 
verse. Research now makes it seem

ROME-—As was to he expected, 
the statement made by Giovanni Gio- 
litt! in the lower House about the 
Fasciat electoral Jaw has aroused a 
storm of protest in the Fascist press, 
indignation being expressed that the 
defense of the Constitution should 
be assumed by a statesman who, 
throughout his political career, had 
frequently violated it for purely 
party purposes. Saturday's Order 
Sheet of the Fascist Party contains 
pungent remarks about Signor Gio- 
litti. After praising the Chamber of 
Deputies for having approved the 
electoral law without debate, having 
received in glacial silence the state- 


ment “of the last champion of Ital- 
ian liberalism,” the Order Sheet 
says Signor Giolitti’s voice came 
from the most distant past and that 
it was useless to discuss affairs with 
men who today represented nobody.

According to the report of Mr, 
Oats, the commander of the Isle of 
June, William K. Wheeler, states that 
he was hailed by the Coast Guaril 
destroyer Cassin two hours from 
Gun Key, or about 14 miles from the 
Florida coast. The captain of the 
Cassin, Lieutenant-Commander W. N. 
Derby, ordered him to stop, but Cap- 
tain Wheeler refused. Whereupon 
nine shots were fired by a machine 
gun acrose the British vessels bow. 
The latter proceeded to port, however, 
despite the firing and was examined 
by revenue officers in the presence 
of the British consul. No liquor was 
found. 


The story of Commander Derby 
differs. He reports that the Isle of 
June was only two miles out of 
Miami, that Captain Wheeler was in- 
toxicated and was therefore a men- 
ace to navigation. Captain Wheeler 
is being held on a charge of ob- 
structing and resisting an officer of 


the United States and the Isle. of

Conference in Paris Awak- 
ening Wide Interest— 
United States Attitude

PARIS—It would be difficult to 
exaggerate the interest taken in u- 
rope in the conference, opening at 
the Quai d’Orsay, under the presi- 
dency of the French Foreign Min- 
ister, Aristide Briand, nominally to 


reconsider the question of the inter- 
national port of Tangier, but in real- 
ity to study the whole problem of 
the Mediterranean. For Italy, it is a 
triumph merely to take its place in 
a council with England, France and 
Spain. Nor is the United States disin- 
terested. That country hase intimated 
that it takes an attitude of the fullest 
reserve toward the decisions which 
the quadri-partite conference may 
reach, The United States did not ac- 
cept or recognise the decisions of 
the tri-partite conference in 1923, 

In some quarters there is an in- 
clination to treat the American com- 
munications as formal, But it is per- 
fectly understood that while America 
has no political interest in Morocco, 
it will insist on the maintenance of 
the open door and claim for its na- 
tionals the same rights of free entry 
and free activity as the nationals of 
other countries, Were steps taken 
to close the door, the United States 
has established the right to intervene 
juridically or otherwise, 


No Mediterranean Ambitions 

Nevertheless since European pow- 
ers have no intention of making 
drastic changes in the present ré- 
gime, and since the United States 
possesses no Mediterranean ambi- 


tions, it is probable that no cause 
of complaint will arise. 

Italy, it is believed, will take the 
opportunity to discuss wider prob- 
lems. The French think that if an 
accord be reached, a new general 
Franco-Italian entente will be ad- 
vanced. The journals here publish a 
preface by Benito Mussolini to 
Tomasso Tittoni’s book on foreign 
policy. Signor Mussolini writes that 
the Italian participation in the Tan- 
gier conference “signifies that it is 
officially recognized, though belated- 
ly, that Italy is essentially a Medi- 
terranean power, und is interested in 
Mediterranean problems from the 
Orient to the Occident. Nor can one 
consider exhausted historically or 
diplomatically the discussion on 
Tunisia and the problem of the sta- 
tus of Italians. The conversations 
between France and Italy tend to re- 
solve other problems which cause 
friction”; thus the conference, which 
should confine itself to minor 
points, is given a much greater sig- 
nificance, It will be remembered

CONCORD, N. H.—How motorbus 
and truck service can be co-ordi- 
nated with steam rallroad operation 
to form a versatile and economically 
sound transportation system ia out- 


lined by the management of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad in a reply 
filed to a questionnaire of the New 
Hampshire Public Service Commis- 
sion. Cardinal points in the railroad 
officials’ recommendations are these: 

That service on short-haul and 
branch lines be maintained by par- 
tial substitution of buses for pas- 
senger train service, the buses to be 
operated by the railroad company or 
a subsidiary. 

That the railroad be permitted to 
Omit many stops on its through train 
passenger schedules in order to 
make this long-haul service more 
speedy and therefore more attrac- 


That’ interstate regulation be 
established for trucks and buses and 
intrastate regulation be extended to 
include trucks, and that these users 
of the highways be required to pay 
their proper share of the coat of 
ae and maintaining the road- 
ed they use, 

Motortruck competition is becom- 
ing far more serious than that of the 
motorbus, the railroad reply states 
in urging that “the operators of ve- 
hicles for hire should be placed 
under the same regulations as the 
railroad with which they now com- 
pete without regulation and with 
virtual subsidies,” 

Co-ordination of bus and truck 
service with the rail operations un- 


der the same company will tend to 


delay and possibly prevent, rather 
than hasten, the abandonment of rail 
lines in the future, the company 
holds. By substituting less expen- 
siye bus or truck service for un- 
profitable trains, the system can re- 
duce its cost of maintaining thin- 
traffic lines, and it will naturally try

Location by Echo 
to Aid Ice Patrol 


When the coast guard vessels 


Modoc and Mojave put out to sea in 
a few days on their annual ice patrol, 


they will have on board new marine 
instruments that will greatly facil- 


itate the work of keeping Atlantic 
liners promptly and accurately in- 
formed of the position of icebergs, 


derelicts and other dangers to navi- 
gation. The new equipment consists 
of two devices, a fathometer and & 
distance —— 
The fathometer gives a visual in- 
dication of depth by electrical tim- 
ing. of echoes from the sea bottom. 
he device is the final develop- 
ment of experiments begun 14 years 
ago by Prof. Reginald Fessenden to 
increase the safety of navigation. 
In operation, the fathometer sends 
out signals on a submarine oscil- 
lator, detects the returning echo, and 
translates the time interval between 
emission of the sound and return 
of the echo, into a visual indication 
of the depth. 
The distance indicator shows the 
distance of a vessel from a light- 
vessel by measuring the difference in 
time between the arrival of a radio 
signal and that of a submarine os- 
cillator signal, both of which are 
sent * simultaneously from a light - 
vessel.

PARLEY IN SIGHT 


United States Admiral Has 
No Special Mission, Ace- 
cording to Geneva

GENEVA—There appears to be no 
foundation for the lief held in 
some quarters here that Admiral 
Hilary Jones, who is expected on 
Wednesday, has been credited with 
any particular mission over and 
above his instructions to represent 
the American viewpoint, if the oc- 
casion should arise in the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Commission.

The new company, to be known as 
the Creole Petroleum Corporation, 
will control about 6,500,000 acres in 
Venezeula. Authorized shares are to 
be increased from 2,500,000 to 6,000,- 
000, with the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey controlling 51 per 
cent and providing $8,000,000 of 
working capital. The New Jersey 
company will be represented by a 
majority of the directors and will 
name the new officers. 

The pooling of these interests will, 
it is held in financial quarters here, 
make the new company a formidable 
competitor of the Royal Dutch-Shell 
group, now operating in Venezuela.

DIRIGIBLE SAFE 
AND INEXPENSIVE, 
SAYS DR. ECKENER 


LEIPZIG, Ger. (4)—The dirigible 
airship was extolled as safe, com- 
mercially inexpensive and fit to ride 
out storms by Dr. Hugo Eckener, in 
a lengthy address before the Leipzig 
Aeronautical Society here. The audi- 
ence included the Consuls of the 
United States, Spain and Argentina. 

Dr. Eckener said there was room 
in aeronautics for both the plane 


and the dirigible, but he asserted 
that the dirigible had the advantage 
because the larger it was the better 
paying proposition it became.

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Glimpses of Experiences of Feathered Folk Caught by 
Naturalist—Orioles, Scarlet Tanagers, and Indigo 
Birds Have Brilliant Treatment

NEW YORK—Like stray leaves 
from the “personal” notebook of one 
of our feathered friends, an exhibit 
of 90 water colors by Henry Carey 
Denslow, naturalist and artist, is 
now being held at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History. These pic- 
tures are especially interesting in 
their dramatic treatment of the 
everyday experiences of the average 
bird family. 

Mr. Denslow has attempted to do 
for the bird in life size water colors 
what Maeterlinck did for the bée in 


prose and verse. He has shown in 
one of his paintings a little stray 
fledgling being fed by a father cat- 
bird who has left the nest of his 
own young for a moment to feed the 
stranger. He has shown, in another, 
the victorious moment in the careara 
of four very young robins when they 
suddenly discovered that they were 
“of age.” He has called this one, 
“Nestlings No More, Mother.” It shows 
a rather doubting mother perched 
on the edge of an empty nest, look- 
ing around at her four young robina, 
perched on the bough of an apple- 
tree and sutveying the world with 
saucy bill and exploring eye. 

The exhibit includes some colorful 
studies of the owl, One shows a barn 
owl family, typifying the quintes- 
sence of calm watehfulness from a 
lookout of their own, this picture 
having been titled, “Midnight and 


= 


A bluejay absorbed in the reflec- 
tion of an orange butterfly in the 
water, is the subject in “The Wood- 
land Bathing Nook.” A crow family 
“at home” is shown in another. 

One group is devoted entirely to 
robins, another to bluejays, another 
to thrushes. Brilliant colors are em- 
ployed in portraying the orioles in 
the wiataria, the scarlet tanager and 
the indigo bird. Three large paint- 
ings are among the features. One 
of these shows great blue herons 
among colorful blossoms of a swamp 
mallow, and the pale water lily; an- 
other the Royal and Caspian terns, 
dipping beneath the crest of a gor- 
geously rolling wave, and the third 
showing an eagle against a cloud 
background. 

But the widest appeal has been 
found to exist in the little intimate 
glimpses of bird behavior. One of 
these, for instance, is that of the 
two song sparrows, huddled rather 
soberly on a snow-laden branch, ask- 
ing Who Said Spring?” Another in 
this class is the young robin, nicely 
protected under a broad maple leaf 
during a shower and chirping, ac- 
cording to the title, “Quite Dry, 
Thank vou.“

NEW YORK—Award of 76 fellow- 
ships to permit original research and 
study in various foreign technical 
and artistic flelds have just been an- 


nounced by the John Simon ‘Gug- 
genheim Memorial Foundation. 

The grants total $173,000, and are 
distributed among students from 20 
states. The majority of the stipends, 
intended to cover a year’s study, are 
for $2500. Sixteen of the appoint- 
ments are extensions to permit con-

The fellowships, according to the 
announcement, are awarded mainly 
to young students who have shown 
unusual ability in research and orig- 
inality in the fine arts, The sub- 
jects include art, music, literature, 
drama, astronomy, chemistry, botany, 
zoology, physics, electrical engineer- 
ing, history, politics, economics and 
international relations, 

In the fleld of astronomy, Willem

SUNKEN SUBMARINE 
S-4 NOW IN DRY DOCK 


The submrine 8-4, brought to the 
surface on Saturday, after lying on 
the sea bottom off Provincetown al- 
most three months to the minute, is 
resting in the Boston Navy Yard 
preparatory to being dry-docked for 
complete examination. 

Six pontoons were needed to raise 
the submarine. After ‘months spent 
in tunneling through the mud, 100 
feet beneath the surface, chains to 
which the pontoons could be attached 
were placed under the boat, four 
forward and two aft. Air was first 
pumped into all undamaged compart- 


ments of the sunken craft from the 
salvage vessel Falcon. 
pontoons at the stern were filled, 
bringing up that part of the submar- 
ipe, following which the bow pon- 
toons were aired.

A New-Old Collaboration 


INTERESTING trend back 


N 
Ae the collaboration of the 
arts may be noted today in 


America where big building ventures 
are drawing art and artists together 
in the sort of association which, 
were it not for the modern time 
pressure in matter of contracts and 
economic necessity, might well usher 
in a second Renaissance. 

Under the direction of the archi- 
tects, Ritter and Shay, and through 
the collaboration of the painter and 
mural decorator George Harding the 
Americus Hotel in Allentown, Pa., 
has become a significant milestone 
in the trend of American art. 

With mutual respect for their 
media, architects and artist have 
recognized the value of their several 
contributions, and the intelligence of 
the one has supplemented and often 
enlarged the work of the other. 

The use of murals in this modern 
commercial and community struc- 
ture has accomplished a variety of 
aims. First, from the standpoint of 
the architect, it has resulted in rest- 
ful and cheerful vistas where no 
such vistas could be possible without 
the aid of the painter’s brush. A 
sense of space has, as it were, been 
siatched from the imagination and 
applied to the walls, Where the eye 
might meet a — ugly wall space 
thrust too far forward for visual 
& the painter has provided 
the semblance of a niche with musi- 
clans, the far glimpse of a garden 
and of blue sky. Where the room 
might seem cold and barniike 
murals lend a note of gayety and of 
warm color, as in the entrance lobby 
where two Spanish murals, one of 
the dance, the other of the return of 
ladies and cavaliers from the thea- 
ter, carry out the Spanish flavor of 
the architecture, 

The sense of distance, again, 18 
gained by breaking the walls with 
archways, and leading the eye 
t| thro h a succession of rooms with

Decoration Supervised 

Throughout, the color ensemble 
has been preserved in a comprehen- 
sive scheme devised by the painter 
in his work with the architects for 
a building that shall combine the 
useful and the colorful, and hold 
both within the bounds of a carefully 
planned program of interior decora- 
tion. The hangings, the lights, the 
great chandeliers, the notes of color 
upon beams and ceilings, the chairs, 
the carpets, and even the dishes upon 
the dining-room tables have all come 
within the jurisdiction of the super- 
vising decorator. 

The murals, themselves, have been 
studied to induce a feeling of warmth 
and gayety, leading from the festive 
atmosphere of the lobby to the din- 
ing hall, where the somewhat awk- 
ward shape of the room has been 
nullified and rendered almost spa- 
cious through the medium of the 
mural decoration. And again it is the 
festive note, of dining together, of 
music and good fellowship. 

The banquet hall, on the wther 
hand, has been accorded an entirely 
different treatment, its decorations, 
frieze-like, presenting what might al- 
most be called a stage back-drop 
for the brilliance of costumes and 
the pageant of diners or merrymak- 
ers for whom the room was planned. 

But it is in the Airplane Grill that 
the imagination of architects and 
artist finds free range, and achieves 


an almost complete illusion of space 


and a modern world. Without its 
decorations, the room would seem 
airless, cramped, shut in. Situated in 
the basement it could not relieve its 
physical depression by the presence 
of windows. 

In such a room, what might an 
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plane and sees the world 


artist do? As one enters, the cramp- 
ing walls recede, and the eye gazes 
out and down through epace. One 
stands in the cabin of a giant air- 
om a 
great height. Below are cities and 
harbors; beyond stretches a moun- 
tain range; or the eye drops to the 
ocean and traces the varying depths 
by the magic of their color—a phe- 
nomenon familiar to the air-wise. 
The physical problem of the room 
does not force itself into the picture, 


yet it provided the artist with many 
a perplexed moment. There were 
sharp corners to turn and to blend 
into the big general panorama of 


land and water. Sometimes the eye |. 


travels out upon a run-way of the 
plane itself, sometimes toward the 
mountains or town to cities and 
water, but it is never aware of the 
walls themselves, and of the actual 
absence of space. Thus, then, may 
the intelligence of the artist work 
with that of the architect to create 
through illusion a thing that hae no 
basis in fact. The airplane concep- 
tion is also the most modern and un- 
usual of the mural decorations, the 
one genuine experiment. 
George Harding 

George Harding, as an artist, brings 
to his imaginative conceptions a 
wealth of research material, To es- 
tablish the illusion of distance, he 


brings near to the vision parts of 
the structure of the airplane in which 
the visitor is supposedly traveling, 
and these parts are accurately con- 
ptructed according to modefn air- 
plane specifigations, 

On the long wall that meets the 
gaze as one enters the Airplane Grill 
may be seen the a read of the plane's 
own Wing, and the color of signal 
flags. The plane is sailing above the 
clouds, and at varying levels below 
cruise other planes, at times in for- 
mation, at times singly, all studied 
from authentic records of airplane 
construction in this country and in 
Europe, 

Far below, a tiny figure, swinging 
from a parachute, has disembarked 
from a passenger plane to land jn a 
city indicated by the pattern of its 
huildings on a map-like landscape. 

And so the vista stretches to the 
ribbon of a river, where, unper- 
ceived, it turns a corner, and con- 
tinues with the panorama of moun- 
tains and more planes; turns an- 
other corner to find an airplane 
beacon light high on a great chalk 
cliff, and swings on over a great 
harbor with seaplanes and shipping: 
with a bridge punctuated by sky- 
scraper towers—the latest thought 
in bridge construction—on until the 
parachute basket of the plane itself 
turns a still another corner, and one 
is facing the exit wall and the ship’s 
instruments, with yet another 
glimpse of the most modern of fu- 
ture cities where a great -lighter- 
than-air machine is moored to a sky- 
scraper tower.

of one artist. The wood-cutters of 
other days, with rare exceptions, 
hired out their fine hand skill to de- 
signere, very few of whom knew 


anything of the special trade of wood 
cutting. 

Their skill in fac-simile reproduc- 
tion re@ched its climax just prior to 
the advent of photo-mechanical en- 
graving, and to all intents it was 
often equally mechanical. Barring 
notable exceptions, the work ro- 
quired not much intelligence, but 4 
great deal of skill, And sufficient 
skill was forthcoming to yield as- 
tounding results. Mffects of the dit- 
ferent media employed were given 
most convineingly, but, in the main, 
this consummately skiliful work was 
in itself without character, not be- 
ing the product of its originator, 


In the modern woodcut the de- 
signer is concelver and executor, It 
is he who determines the thickness 
of the lines he will employ and their 
character, All the planning relative 
to the cutting must be his and it is 
never separated in the eutter's mind, 
from a sense of responsibility to the 
design, whose worth it is the prime 
object of the woodcut to exhibit, Its 
lesser rOle is to be fine in itself, that 
is, as a woodcut per se, 

In this latter respect the woodcuts 
of the present day are usually lack- 
ing, their not too skillful exemplars 
taking refuge in a sophisticated ar- 
chaicism that rouses suspicions as 
to its sincerity. Quaintness and 
absence of guile are capitalized in 
regard to both conception and treat- 
ment, the Sanford and Merton period 
being in great favor. Old primers 
have been ransacked for head and 
tail pieces and originality has been 
sidestepped. The bigger artists make 
themselves accountable for the whole 
result, owe nothing to the past for 
quaintness borrowed nor are de- 
pendent on anotker’s skill for the 
rendering of their designs. 

Of a number of capable Australian 
woodcutters the qualities of design 
and execution are possessed in high 
degree by Lionel Lindsay, M. Napier 
Waller and Christian Yandell. The

Valentine Gallery with a re- 
markably fine exhibition of 
recent sculpture. He works strik-

closely contained forms, expressive 
of certain phases of ancient Chinese 
sculpture but at the same time in no 
way derivative or self-consciously 
archaic, Mr, lLaurent's alabaster 
jeces, whether large or small, have 
ong been of prime importance, and 
he continues to develop his talents 
in this direction to still finer out- 
come, as the litite torso so clearly 
indicates, 

Kerr Eby's "Etchings 


He is also carrying his woodearv- 
ing to more spectacular ends, show- 
ing on this occasion two large panels 
in low relief, a very upstanding floral 
construction, and a large-sise female 
figure of specially difficult pose for 
this medium. The reliefs are simply 
seen, but the general patterning has 
been kept free and running so that 
the effect is of spaces amply fitted, 
again in somewhat the mode of the 
early Chinese designers. A small 
bronze fish, a replica of one in ala- 


baster, is another example of Mr. 


Laurent's successful stylisation of 


form. 

At the Keppel Galleries a collec- 
tion of etchings by Kerr Dby is on 
view, with a half dosen new plates 
for focal point. Mr. Eby’s talents 
have been digcussed in these col- 
umns before and due praise given 
to the more outstanding phases of 
his as yet uneven output. Mr. Eby, 
for some curious reason, runs dry 
at times and instead of conveying to 
the copper plate in well-stressed ac- 
cents some scene of vivid action or 
quiet sentiment, drops into a brittle, 
uninteresting mood that ‘produces 
little of consequence, His style wav- 
ers between the overcautious and 
the fairly inspired; and: in between 
he achieves many things of interest. 
Many of his well-known war plates 
are on view and they stand up very 
well under continued scrutiny. In 
his new series he offers a handsome 
study of English oaks and a roman- 
tle little. French girl quite similar 
in mood to his other pleasing study 
of a peasant girl scanning the heav- 
ens for airplanes. 

Durer Woodcuts 

At the Knodler Galleries the print 
department has staged a superb 
Durer show, with more than a hun- 


dred of his masterly woodcuts, some 
of which are in prime condition and 
worthy of the finest portfolios, This 
exhibition comes in tricentenary 
guise, and fitly commemorates his 
sumptuously informed pictorialism. 
Plate after plate of Durer's richest 
detail and most intricate patterning 
are to be admired and studied here; 
the artist has scaled so many peaks 
of pictoral thought that he fairly be- 
wilders with the range of subject 
matter and the endless variety of his 
treatment. It is altogether a notable 
exhibition, well worthy of the anni- 
versary which prompted it. 


Cézanne and Others 


The de Hauke Gallery is showing 
an interesting ensemble of French 
water colors and drawings, covering 
a period from Ingres to Pascin. Such 
men as Gavarni, Guys, and Delacroix 
are among the earlier group, while 
the main body .of the show takes in 
most of the notabled from Cézanne 
and Degas down the line to the pres- 
ent time. A superb water color by 
the master of Aix, just a roughly 
rendered study of an old coat aslant 
a chair but showing the Césannish 
touch and temper to the proverbial 
„T.“ Here is the stout branch from 
which depends most of the modern- 
istia foliation, and it is well to pay 
strict heed to each fine manifestation 
of his work in order to estimate more 
correctly the origins of this intrig- 
ulng movement in the arta, 

De Segongac may be said to be the 
next most important contributor, 
with a number of water colors of 
striking facture, He understates to 
advantage, and plies his pigments 
with a fine flourish that is never for 
a moment without direction and in- 
tention, Dufy has two delightful 
color conceptions, markedly different 
and highly imaginative, and other 
fine things are by Signac, Seurat, 
Ingres, Viaminck, and Utrillo.

I do not say, however, that the gift 
of the appreciation of poetry is pos- 
sessed by everybody. I merely assert 
that most people have some apprecia- 


and written beauty; and because, by 
and large, the poets find their inspi- 
ration not in abstract beauty, but in 
everyday things and everyday beauty, 
they make an appeal to average 
people. 

Recently at a concert, the singing 
was much above the average both in 
its intrinsic quality and its artistic 
finish. Great classics were sung that 
had the surge and swell and salt of 
the sea in them: and sweet lyrics 
that were as sweet as dew upon the 
honeysuckle.

hen the first English settlers 
landed in North America they 
brought the homely idioms and prov- 
erbs of the countryside as well as the 
jargon of the cities; many of these 
passed down from generation to gen- 
eration and did not lose savor.

Not for a 
larger number of horses and chariots 
than had the “host” which seem- 
ingly surrounded them, did Elisha 
pray; nor was it for a material sense 
of sight that he prayed, for his serv- 
ant certainly was not blind. Elisha 
prayed for knowledge that his serv- 
ant might “see’—know—the truth 
about the situation, that he might 
know the omnipotence and omni- 
presence of God, to whom “all things 
are possible” and “nothing shall. be 
impossible.” It is this knowledge 
which frees us from our false beliefs, 
our fears, and meets our every need. 

Christian Science has been given 
to the world that all may know the 
truth about God and man; that all 
may know the real source of supply, 
divine Love, to be ever available, 
and incapable of being cut off; that 
all may know the impossibility of 
lacking anything essential to happi- 
ness, because of man’s at-one-ment 
with God. Christian Science points 
the way out of fear, doubt, anxiety, 
lack, limitation, and false responsi- 
bility. It teaches how to demon- 
strate, not matter or money, but the 
love of God,—His unfailing care, His 
ability to supply all human needs, 
His willingness bountifully to care 
for all of His children.

On the Top Note 


Reginald himself was sitting in 
the seat opposite talking to a friend 
about Pamela. He liked Pamela very 
much, he said, but... she was al- 
ways on her top note, Nverything 
was most frightfully good or most 
awfully jolly or most hideously bad, 
Why couldn't people express them- 
selves reasonably and use words with 
some respect for their meaning? He 
wished someone would tell Pam not 
to shriek every time she opened her 
mouth. It was such a pity, because 
she had a pretty mouth and was a 
nice girl. 

And hearing (imaginatively) 
Reginald’s viow of the matter, I 
was bound to admit that he had a 
case. . I should like to. remind 
Pamela of the caution which John- 
son gave to Boswell. He had accom- 
panied Bozzy to Harwich to see him 
embark for Utrecht. I happened to 
say, says Boswell, it would be ter- 
rible if he should not find a speedy 
opportunity of returning to London, 
and be confined in so dull a place. 

“Johnson: Don’t, sir, accustom 
yourself to use big words for little 
matters. It would not be terrible, 
though I were to be detained some 
time here.” 

It may have occurred to Boswell 
that Johnson was hardly the person 
to rebuke the use of big words; but 
though Johnson loved long words he 
did not use wrong words. His sin 
was not the hysteria of speech, but 
the pedantry of speech. He liked the 
fine clothes of language and dressed 
his thoughts up in full-bottomed 
wig and ruffles. It was a curious 


“weakness for so great a man whose 


natural expression was always 
simple and vigorous. His big words 
were an after-thought of the pedant 
imposed on the brief, energetic 
utterance that was natural to him. 
„But though Johnson’s big words 
blurred his thought, they did not 
misrepresent it.. They deprived it of 
force, but not of precision. His re- 
buke to Boswell was in regard to the 
extravagance of the word for the 
occasion. It would have been 
annoying or inconvenient to be kept 
at Harwich, but it would not have 
been terrible. 

But the modern habit is not a mere 
matter of excess, as in the case of 
Boswell. In the attempt to be em- 
phatic, Pamela murders speech, If 
you pass her the mustard, she says, 
“Thanks, awfully.” If she has en- 
joyed her game of tennis, she says 
it has been “awfully jolly,” and if 
she approves of a book, she declares 
it to be “frightfully good.” I am old 
enough to remember when this 
verbal atrocity began to be used, and 
I have lived to see it become the 
accepted coinage of a certain kind 
of conversation. It began as a plece 
of affectation, and has ended as a 
deeclating vulearity,

The undesirable’ stations are lo- 
cated on this spreaal-out section and 
if this is relatively how and the cen- 
ter relatively high no erference 
will be experienced under norma! 
conditions. Now suppose we increase 
the amplification withaut increasing 
the tuning. This entire curve is 
lifted up with the result that these 
former nearly flat portioms now have 
considerable height above the base 
line and this means that undesired 
signals have become muck stronger.

In 
the Tokyo, Osaka and Nagoya dis- 
tricts, where radiocasting associ- 
ations have been organized, there aro 
more than 300,000 subscribers to 
their services.

Questionable Blacklisting 


HE black list, as it is sometimes employed in 
industry, has been declared to be an illegal 
device, recourse to which is punishable. But 
like many other provisions of the law, this one 
is found to be difficult to enforce, Outside of in- 
dustry, and in the usual course of affairs in 
which human contacts are directed or dictated 
according to what are commonly regarded as 
ethical rules and standards, this legislative in- 
junction or prohibition seems not to be applica- 
ble. It is observed, however, that in these circles 
not included in the category of industry the dis- 
ciples of the so-called ethical or social code 
usually attain the object or end sought by 
affirmative rather than by directly negative 
processes, 

So it is that in an earlier day the “Four Hun- 
dred,” that. society of the elect in New York 
City, was defined rather by a roster of eligibles 
than by enrolling for the information of the few 


the names of the thousands who might never 


hope to be admitted into the exclusive set. Like- 
wise in the preparation of poll lists prior to the 
holding of national, state and municipal elec- 
tions the accepted practice is to record the names 
of all who are qualified to cast votes, rather than 
to set down the names of those lacking the 
required qualifications. It is important that 
those whose duty it is to conduct the election 
according to law know the qualified electors 
only. The dozens or scores not qualified con- 
stitute only an unknown and negligible quan- 
tity. The receiving teller at the bank is 
indifferent as to the number and kind of spurious 
bills or coins that may have been devised by 
counterfeiters. His training, in line with his 
duty, has taught him to recognize and accept 
only the genuine. He would not attempt to 
familiarize himself with the spurious. 

Assuming that the application of this affirma- 
tive process has been generally approved as 
adequate, the wonder is that recourse should 
be had to the negative, based upon inhibition. 
And yet the fact is disclosed that it is the practice 
of several so-called patriotic associations in the 
United States to publish for the information of 
thelr members and officers a list of undesirable, 
dangerous, or “doubtful” individuals who are 
classified either as pacifist or as unpatriotic. 

Now the impracticability, if not the utter 


futility, of such a method is at once apparent. 


It is 1 Impossible, it would seem, to 
catalogue all the undesirables. How much sim- 
pler would be the task of setting down the 
names of speakers and publicists whose stand- 
ing and acceptability are unquestioned. There 
is the possibility of omitting from this latter 
list the names of some not objectionable, but 
the damage done would not be comparable to 
the injustice of including in the black list the 
names of those who should not be designated as 
unpatriotic. 

There remains not the slightest doubt as to 
the wisdom and necessity of patriotic organiza- 
tions protecting themselves and the public which 
looks to them for advice and direction against 


| the assaults and machinations of the enemies 


of good government and of American institu- 
tions. Their officers and directors must be the 
sole judges in determining the acceptability and 
fitness of speakers. But wisdom and fairness 
demand that in exercising their prerogatives 
they take care not to abuse thelr privilege. And 
when to this list is added another, much longer, 
of “Organizations Interlocking With Radical 
Groups,” which includes the names of social 
and religious clubs and associations which em- 
brace in their memberships thousands of genu- 
inely patriotic men and women, the argument 
in support of the affirmative, as opposed to the

The Passing of a Phrase 


ITH a solemn and sweeping decree, II 
Duce has abolished in Rome and all Italy 
the festive observance of holidays and 
ceremonials, and with it he has struck from the 
literature of the day one of its most expressive 
phrases. ‘‘Holidays,” says Premier Mussolini, 
“weary people and consume too much time and 
energies of their leaders.” Occasions which 
could once be truly described as gay and 
glorious as a Roman holiday” must find an- 
other simile, The Roman holiday, as in the 
triumphal times of Augustus, is no more, If it 
is to linger in the language of the moderns it 
must remain only as a classical allusion. 
Mussolini is remodeling eras of history to 
suit his own conceptions and, in the words of a 
perhaps no less practical administrator, he is 
planning to preserve the best features of each. 
The Augustan age brought glamour and glory 
to ancient Rome as one festivity followed an- 
other, with ‘processions, chariot races, and 
spectacles in the Coliseum, but as the dies festi 


came to take sometimes a half of a single 


month the glamour began to wear down the 
glory. Today Fascism would emulate Augustan 
glory, but it would also take warning from 
Augustan frivolity. For his recent edict against 
promiscuous holidays and, as he well puts it, 
against ‘speeches of whatever caliber,” Musso- 
lini finds precedent in the decrees of Marcus 
Antoninus, who reduced the Saturnalia to a 
modest affair and drastically curbed Rome’s 
holiday calendar centuries ago.
